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Shreveport, La., June 18.—-The latest' 
reports from tho Foster 
plantation, 
where John G. Foster was murdered 
Wednesday, say a dozen or more fright­ 
ened negroes are still cowering in the 
Kinnebrew store, surrounded by an 
armed mob 
which 
threatens 
every 
moment to lynch the whole 
party. ; 
Prince Edwards, the negro who fired 
the fatal shot, has riot yet been appre­ 
hended, and it is tho desire to get him 
that has restrained the mob thus far. 
The negroes imprisoned in the store are 1 
frantic with fright. They are “officially” j 
in the hands of authorities, but they 
realize their real captors are members 
of a mob which have guarded every 
avenue of escape since 
Wednesday. 
Foster wasa young man and well known 
and came of one of the first families of 
Louisiana, 
A lynching is highly prob­ 
able. 
When the negroes were placed in the 
store at 9 o'clock Wednesday night a 
crowd assembled arid it was only by the 
advice of cooler heads that a wholesale 
lynching was prevented. 
The wife of Edwards, the alleged 
murderer, is among those arrested. 
She 
had in her possession tho shotgun with 
which 
her husband 
killed 
Foster, 
“Prince told the other men to stand 
back and Im would settle the business/* 
she said. 
“Then ha went in front of 
them and fir si and Foster fell.” 
Shortly after the shooting a posse 
with bloodhounds set out after Prince, 
but his capture has not yet been re­ 
ported. 
By i-onn it is thought the fugi­ 
tive, to escape lynching, had committed 
suicide in some isolated spot. 
it is reported that Edwards has been 
surrounded in the swamps near Belcher 
by a posse headed by Jacob Foster, the 
brother of the murdered man, and Ov­ 
erseer Tickers. 
If caught he certainly 
w ill be burned.
